NORTH SCHOOL. 


Teacher, Miss Gracie E. Prescott. This was her first expe- 
rience in teaching. ‘The school appeared very well whenever 
visited by the Committee. The School Board came to the 
conclusion that this school needed a more experienced teacher 
for the fallterm. The services of Miss Flora A. Gordon was 
secured, who approved herselt in this as in the other schools 
she has taught, an excellent teacher. 

CENTRE SCHOOL. 

Teacher, Miss Henrietta M. Peaslee. Her efficiency has 
been seen, not only in her thorough instruction, but in her 
good discipline. At the examination the appearance of the 
pupils was creditable to themselves and teacher.

SOUTH SCHOOL. 

Teacher, Miss Susie M. Clifford. Her management of the 
school was sattsfactory. It is the largest school in town and it 
is impossible for a teacher to devote the time to especial drill 
in any one branch of education, which could be done in the 
other schools. At the examination. the scholars generally 
answered quite promptly and the exercises were very interest- 
ing. , 

REMARKS. 

The schools the past season, excepting one term, have been 
taught by teachers from this town, and surely it is no ordinary 
compliment for any town to be able to furnish its teachers. 
The teachers employed have had much experience and ac- 
knowledged success in teaching previous to their employment 
the past year. There are several elements that contribute to 
the prosperity of schools of which the chief is. good teachers. 
The scholars have generally manifested a desire for improve- 
ment and have been interested in their studies. We would 
respectfully call the attention of parents and guardians to one 
point in particular. which seriously interferes with the efficien- 
cy of the schools. We refer to the absence of pupils. from 
school. This evil should be promptly remedied, in some cas- 


es such absence may be unavoidable, but in many we believe it 
is not. There are children in the schools who are kept at 
home many days during each term and if the pupils fail to 
keep up with the class or pass a good examination, the school 
is often looked upon as a failure. What is needed to make 
the school system a success in this town, is a- greater amount 
of funds, that the terms of school may be lengthened. ‘The 
school houses at the North and Centre, are very much out of 
repair. We recommend that an appropriation be made to 
put them in proper condition.
